Water Controller. 


Distinetly an {nnovation in 
local udministration is the official 
announcement, elsewhere in this 
issut,. creating an executive 
fauthority. to assist the Govern- 
ment in arranging for and con- 
trolling the importation of water 
from outside sources.’ Mr, S. T. 
Williamson, of * Willfambon and 
Co., tye shipping agents, becomes 
the Colony’s Water Controller, 
und he is to be assisted by three 
other non-Government residents, 
Messrs. Sutherland, Goggin and 
McI{utcheon, who form a Connul- 
tative Committee. The impor- 
tance and fnterest of the an- 
nouncement lies not.only in the 
precedent set by the appointment 
of civilian experts to meet the 
present state of emergency, but 
algo in the grant of wide executlye 
powers, The Water Controller 
will act under the general control 
and supervision of the Govern- 
ment, but the power is given to 
award contracts, effect. Insurances, 
charter vessels, and to make “other 
finuncia] commitments.” The tak- 
ing of such a bold step, though 
somewhat gurprising in its de- 
parture from the loca] system 
‘of government, {8 a matter for 
gratification, It must‘have" been 
increasingly. borno- upon the 
Government that the Emergency 
Committee method of dealing with 
a problem of such urgency was 
far too cumbersome to obtain 
effective results quickly, and the 
concentration of the task in the 
hands of a few shquid be of 
immense benefit. The Emergency 
Committce will, of course, con- 
tinue in its advisory capacity. 
Incidentully, we note. with plea- 
sure that Mr. Williamson accom- 
panied, Mr. H..8. Rouse on a 
private inspection with a view. to 
estimating the -possibilities of 
feeding the city maing © through, 
the reservoirs, Thig is. the only 
really satisfactory solution of 
the. problem of distributing sup- 
plica from outside gourees, and 
sve hope the Water.Controller will 
devote considerable attention to 


this subject. : 


With a Labour.Government in 
power for the second time in the 
history of the British Parlament, 
there opéns to-day a sexsion which 
may.well be momentous in charac- 
ter, ;The present ‘position , is 
somewhat similar to, but not pre- 
elacly. the same as, that of 1924.

Lubour ‘therefore goes - in on Its 
merits and not by the | grace of 
the Liberals or anyone else. Its 
continuance in office, however, 
without an independent majority, 
‘is oliviously dependent on the 
attitude of the Opppsitton. 

What fs likely to be Liberal's 

| attitude? According to the 
Nation, which can claim. to spenk 
with authority on behalf of the 
Liberal Party, it is an advantage 
that, while’ the Liberals will bo 
In a position to veto any measures 
‘which they. consider prejudicial 
to the national interest, the 
Labour Goyernment avill, not be 
dependent on them, as it was in 
1924, for constant and active sup- 
port, “The position of — the 
Liberal Party in the new House 
of Commons," says this journal, 
“wifl be one of essential detach- 
ment, and in this position st will 
be better ‘able te advanea the 
‘causes which St has ut heart and 
to win public exteem than 4f it 
were obliged by’ cireumatances to 
assume ‘the §nvidsJous rule ‘of 
King-maker.” It would -uppear 
that one of the first matters which 
the Liberals’ intend rafsing is the 
question of |. olectoral reform.
